Jackson Hurls Classic 
as Narberth Wins Two 



Brookline Bows, 7-0, in No-Hit 

Game; West Phillies 

Lose, 8-1 

REAL RACE IN LEAGUE

Narberth won two rather easy 
Main Line League games last week- 
end over the West Phillies 8-1 and 
the feature game Sunday when 
Johnny Jackson pitched no-hit, no- 
run ball to win from Brookline, first 
half champs, 7-0. 

On Saturday Al Hermann, in his 
usual fine form, had an easy day in 
allowing the West Phillies only five 
hits and one run scored in the fourth 
chapter. The Narberth batters 
pounded rival pitcher Martini for 12 
safe blows scoring one in the second, 
another in the third, two in the fourth, 
one in the seventh and winding up 
with a barrage of three runs in the 
eighth. 

"Shrimp" Ralston, first up in the 
eighth, worked Martini for a free 
ticket to first base, Johnny Brennan 
singled, but was put out on Jack 
Eachus' fielder's choice play with 
Ralston scoring. Gavin drove out a 
hard double scoring Eachus and 
scored himself when Tanny Ralston 
continued the drive with a single, in 
all three runs before Martini could 
get things under conti-ol. 

On Sunday, against Brookline, 
Johnny Jackson pitched superb no-hit, 
no-run ball with only three rivals bat- 
ting each inning. The perfect game 
was marred only by a miscue on a 
flyball by centerfielder Harry Fox, 
when he galloped all the way up to 
within a few feet of second base for 
the catch only to lose possession of 
the ball after he once had his hands 
on it. It was in the first inning and 
the player, safe on the error, was 
quickly retired via the double play 
route Tanny Ralston to Gavin to 
Walker thereby allowing only 27 
Brookline batters at the plate for the 
entire game.* 

In adding up Narberth's seven runs, 
the first came in the initial inning 
on singles by Gavin and Walker. 
Three more came in the second and 
another in the third when the Brook- 
liners thi-ew the ball all over the field 
while Harry Fox, who had reached 
first on a fielder's choice, went all the 
way home before the rivals could get 
hold of the ball tightly. Narberth 
added the final two runs in the sixth 
on Brennan's single and Gavin's home- 
run, which rightfielder George Sev- 
ern lost in the sun. 

Severn, who is also Brookline's ace 
pitcher, started the game on the 
mound and it appeared as though an- 
other tight battle was at hand, but 
his arm was not right and he left 
the mound at the end of the first in 
favor of a young lefthander, Vallette. 
Although Vallette pitched fairly well, 
his teammates' support w-as not up to 
par and he could not equally balance 
with the Narberth batters. "Buddy" 
Walker had a grand and perfect day 
with the stick for 1.000 average. In 
three times at the plate he had three 
clean singles. 

Manager Davis announced that all 
the remaining Saturday and Sunday 
games would be at home. It is a real 
race for the second half pennant and 
the right to meet Brookline, first half 
champs, in the playoff and the fans

Flames Burn Up Garage, Spread 

to Chicken House in 

Penn Valley 

TWO COMPANIES CALLED 



Flames early Saturday morning 
destroyed the garage and henhouse 
on the premises of Daniel Tinney, 515 
Woodbine avenue, Penn Valley, and 
also caused the loss of a truck and a 
passenger car. Another automobile 
was saved. 

Patrick Fullerton, 45, a laborer, 
narrowly escaped injury. He was 
sleeping in the garage and discovered 
the blaze. 

The Narberth Fire Company was 
called, but before its arrival the 
flames had spread to the chicken 
house, causing the death of about 
thirty chickens. The firemen suc- 
ceeded in keeping the blaze from 
igniting Tinney's residence. The 
damage was about 52000. 

The Union Fire Association of 
Bala-Cynwyd was also summoned, but 
its members did not get into action. 

Early Tuesday flames destroyed a 
garage roof and damaged a sedan at 
219 West Wayne avenue, Narberth. 
Owner of the garage, Charles Hay- 
wood, was aroused by his milkman, 
Clifford Stalker, of Bala-Cynwyd. The 
two fought the blaze with a garden 
hose until the Narberth Fire Com- 
pany arrived. The sedan is owned by 
Edwin McDermon. 



Water Company Ends 
Penalties on its Bills 

Philadelphia Suburban Instead 

Will Allow Discounts for 

Early Payments 

SAVES PUBLIC £125,000.00 

Beginning September 15, the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Water Company 
announced Wednesday, all delayed- 
payment charges, or so-called penal- 
ties on bills, will be abolished. 

The company will instead inaugu- 
rate a policy of allowing a 5 per cent 
discount on all quarterly bill payments 
made within fifteen days of the time 
they are rendered. 

It is estimated by the company the 
combined plan will effect a cash sav- 
ing to its water users in Delaware, 
I Montgomery and Chester Counties of 
! about $125,000 annually. 
| Plans to consummate this saving 
'have been under consideration for 
jsome months and after conference 
I with the Public Service Commission 
I it was adopted with the endorsement 
jof that body. 

The company points out the new 
iplan extends the present liberal bill 
'payment practice under which water 
lis furnished customers for three 
j months without advance payment; 
'about three weeks in addition are al- 
lowed before the bill is construed as 
j delinquent.

County Is Spending #800,000 

On Roads To Aid Unemployed 



Started five years ago, before the 
costly birth of the extravagant WPA, 
the 1030 edition of Montgomery 
County's county-aid program is get- 
ting up full steam under the guidance 
of the county's Republican administra- 
tion, its creator. 

With projects started in 23 bor- 
oughs and townships throughout the 
county, laborers are being paid 40 
cents an hour and earning a weekly 
wage of approximately $20, better 
than the WPA average. 

Under the summer schedule, effec- 
tive during July and August, the men 
work five days a week, 10 hours a day. 
The winter schedule provides for six 
days a week, nine hours a day, or 54 
hours a week. 

To obtain employment on county- 
aid projects, men are not required to 
be on relief rolls — they are not made 
"to sign a pauper's oath." 

Preference is given to married men, 
men with the largest families and with 



the greatest social responsibility, ac- 
cording to County Commissioners 
William D. Ridgway, Fred C. Peters 
and James W. Potter. 

The county, which pays 70 per cent 
of the cost of the projects, expects to 
expend about $800,000 on the pro- 
gram this year. The 30 per cent paid 
by local communities will bring the 
total outlay to near the million dollar 
mark. 

During the five years the county- 
aid program has been sponsored, an 
average of about $900,000 has been 
spent each year — at no increase in 
the tax rate. 

It has been the aim of the Repub- 
lican-dominated board of commis- 
sioners to carry out the program on 
a sound, business-like basis — creating 
jobs for the unemployed, but giving 
the taxpayers a dollar's worth of per- 
manent and worthwhile highway im- 
provements for every dollar spent.

Residents Pay Heavy 
Penalties on Repairs 

Added Charges More Than 

Twice Amount of Work's 

Cost 

SHORT COUNCIL SESSION 

Penalties, $156.45, added to the bills 
of thirty-two Narberth property own- 
ers for sidewalk and curb repairs 
ordered by Borough Council were 
I more than twice the actual charge 
j made to Narberth, $69.15, by private 
contractors. This was brought out 
in Highway Committee Chairman 
Robert F. Wood's report read by Wil- 
liam H. Durbin, committee member, 
at the August meeting of the council- 
men. The bills were approved for 
collection. 

The Elm Hall meeting, which re- 
quired just forty minutes, was at- 
tended by a quorum of four council- 
men, President William H. Fretz, Mr. 
Durbin, Eugene H. Davis and Roland 
Fleer. 

Borough Solicitor Henry A. Frye 
'reported that settlement had been 
jmade August 7 for the property at 
j 102 Conway avenue, bought at a cost 
I of $6825 as an addition to the Nar- 
j berth playground. A lease for the 
(balance of this month for the prop- 
jerty, containing a house, barn and 
lot, has been given to the present oc- 
jcupant, Joseph Donahue, for $1. 
| A request for a new gas range for 
j the Girl Scout kitchen in the Com- 
imunity Building, made by the Wom- 
|en's Community Club, was taken 
.under advisement by the Property 
' Committee. 

Mr. Davis reported that building 
during July amounted to six permits 
for a total estimated cost of $1415. 
They included a garage being built 
by L. C. Piercy, 116 Dudley avenue, 
$600, and alterations on five other 
residences. During July George B. 
Suplee, building inspector, made forty- 
five inspections. 

It was announced that Edwin P. 
Dold, tax collector, had collected 
$5071.20 of the 1936 borough tax 
duplicate which totals $80,044.72. 
j The Highways Committee report 
, also mentioned that street resurfacing 
j has been completed on Forrest avenue 
; from Haverford to Woodbine ; Gray- 
ling avenue from Woodbine to Price; 
I Narberth avenue from Haverford to 
'Montgomery; Hampden avenue from 
Windsor to Woodbine, and Woodside 
avenue from Narberth to Chestnut. 
j Hot oil and slag have been applied to 
I each of these streets at a total cost 
of $992.20, of which $117.12 was for 
labor and $815.68 was for hot oil and 
slag. 

The radius curb at the intersection 
of Wynnewood and Windsor avenues 
has been repaired and the grade of 
the sidewalk raised, at a total cost of 
$08.33. 

The county completed the regrading 
of Essex avenue from Haverford to 
Montgomery several weeks ago. The 
top coat is now being laid.

Water Boundaries 

The Indians who lived in this region camped along 
the rivers and streams. Many of the old Indian 
names of these watercourses survive today. We have 
Perkiomen, meaning a place where there are cran- 
berries; Pennypack, meaning a hody of water with 
no current. Wissahickon signifies a catfish stream, 
and Tohicon, a driftwood stream. 

When the Indians traded land they descrihed the 
properties by these water boundaries. In one deed 
with William Penn they agreed to sell the land be- 
tween the Schuylkill River and Chester Creek, from 
Conshohocken westerly to the creek. In another 
deed they gave up their right to all the land from 
Duck Creek to Chester Creek along the west side 
of the Delaware River. 

In the same way today our township, county and 
state lines arc often marked off by rivers or streams. 
The Schuylkill River divides many townships; 
Cobbs Creek divides Philadelphia County from 
Delaware County; the Delaware River divides 
Pennsylvania from New Jersey. 

How odd it seems to us today, that the Red Men 
traded vast areas of land in our beautiful and pro- 
ductive region for such commodities as "one barrel 
of beer . . . thirty pewter spoons . . . one skiple salt, 
thirty pounds shugar . . . one hundred juise harps."
